Not Powder for Th irty Minutes. 
“ Think of the great

utes under a tta ck !" exclaimed Senator 
W arren . 
Senator Smoot said the lack of am­ 
m unition was almost crim inal. 
"E v e n Mexico possesses more mo­ 
bile guns than we do,” he asserted. 
Senator Ashuret attacked the appro­ 
priations as extravagant. 
“ W e are spending 65 cents 
out 
of 
every dollar raised by the federal gov­ 
ernment for wars past or 
which we 
think or pretend to think are in the 
future.” 
"Patrio ts for Profits Only.”

This action is planned by Mr. Estea 
despite the fact C. H. Raine, president 
of the bank, has assumed all blame for 
the failure of the institution which has 
been regarded as one of the strongest 
financial institutions in the south. 
Mr. Raine admitted the failure was 
due to his speculation in cotton. 
He is 
said to have admitted defalcations of 
nearly $1,100,000. 
Raine Is Arrested. 
Mr. Raine has made no effort to give 
bail, according to attaches of the crim ­ 
inal court. 
He was arrested shortly 
before noon on a bench w arrant charg- 
! ing embezzlement of $788,801.76 of the 
bank’s funds, and was taken to the 
county jail. 
The bank president was escorted be­ 
fore Judge Palm er by Sheriff Tate and 
Deputy Sheriff M. W . Palm er. 
Taking 
the w arrant under which the banker 
wai5 arrested and which was sworn out 
by Attorney General Estes, the court 
read the document to Mr. Iiaine and 
asked him if he had anything to say. 
“ I am guilty,” replied the banker. 
“ Mr. Attorney General,” 
continued 
the court, "what bond do you recom­ 
m end?” 
Before the attorney general could 
reply the banker interrupted with: *1 
don’t want to give bond; I want to go 
to ja il.” 
He was taken to the jail by Deputy 
Sheriff Palmer. W hen he was searched 
at the jail, preparatory to being com­ 
mitted to a cell, he informed the jailer 
that “ You needn’t be afraid. 
I ’m not 
going to make any trouble.” 
Bond Fixed at $250,000. 
Judge Palm er fixed 
the 
banker’s 
bond at $250.000. 
It 
is 
understood, 
however, that Mr. Raine w ill make no 
effort to furnish bail. 
H is attitude 1« 
taken by the county authorities as in­ 
dicating his willingness to take with­ 
out resistance any punishment 
that 
might be meted out by the crim inal 
court. 


Crim inal proceedings 
against 
the 
banker came as the culm ination of 
the bank’s failure. 
An application for 
the appointment of J. L. Hutton, state 
superintendent of banks, as receiver 
for the Mercantile bank, was granted 
by Chancellor Fentress. 
Mr. Hutton 
arrived in Nashville early in the day, 
and immediately upon the chancery 
court’s decree naming him receiver, 
took charge of the bank’s affairs. 
The bans was officially closed fol­ 
lowing an order by the board of direc­ 
tors, who subsequently filed a bill in 
chancery, charging C. H unter lialne, 
president of the institution, with hav­ 
ing lost, through cotton speculations, 
$788,804.76 of the bank's funds., 
Owing to the bank’s extensive oper­ 
ations, a complete report of the re­ 
ceiver’s audit is not expected for sev­ 
eral days.
